Six feet, is not an uiii'.suul leusih, while 
seven-foot snakes liavc on several occiasJons 
been killed. These senicnls ir.uusiirc somo- 
tiuics leu iuulics round the body, und re- 
coveries from ihoir venom arc very rare. 
The Florida ra'.tlusnako comes next in size, 
whilo tliii short, suimpy ground snake, 
scurcely over ir.ore i.lian i,:ii-ce fee:!, lon^, 
is the least, venomous. 


But three olliei- venomous serpents arc 


found in this country, Uie coppcrhcut!, the 
nioix-iiPin, laiiil and u-ater, and a small and 
very riii-e snake for.r.d in Arizona, \vhn:h is 
amr.idc'.x-il t'.iu most dcr.iily of all This 
Bi.ulra lies in the dust, and strikes like u 
(lash ol' lij,'!i!.niiir,' at any thing that, ap- 
proaches. A peculiar fad about this snalto 
is that it is nearly completely blind, and has 
the keenest lioii-ing of. any snake known. 
These reptiles arc very I'are, and but luili a 
do/.er. specitM'.MiS arc found in any of our 
museums. 


A'.noiif tho articulates some 
of 
tho 


spiders, nearly all of the scorpions, and a 
few species of centipedes are poisonous, but 
tho virulence of their venom has been hc- 
tncnseiy exaggerated, and has become a 
superstition. 'The tarantula ia rcsardeil by 
many as inoro venomous than the rattlc- 
pnake, but in all my investigations I never 
discovered mora than two instances where 
men Imvo been bitten 
by these great 


spiders, and in neither case wero the con- 
sequences serious. Tbo sting of a scorpion 
is r.ot much worse than that of a wasp, ami 
an ac'jvc bedbug is more dangerous than a 


entiljoi.il. 
1 at least thau u'ly found north of 


hoMexiuan lirie. 
The effect of u snake's poisoa is entirely 
ixerted on tho corpuscles of tbe bloou. I 
lave c.s-perJinentc'd on various animals, and 
lave found that tlio result, of venom is to 
ause n disintegration ot the corpuscles, rc- 
uchiKlIie, blood to a tliicl;, homogeneous 
mass. Ifngs arc rcsardod as impervious to 
•caom, bult'ais is by no mciins tho case, 
loss certainly kill and oat rattlesnakes, but 
f these reptiles once drive their Lings deep 
enough to reach the blood, a pig will die us 
icon as any o'Jier animal. Tho secret of 
.heir iir.iniinitylies in the fact that they nd- 
•ar.ce'v.pon the snako with their fat checks 
jrescntcd. The snako drives its fangs into 
.l-.o mass of fa; pi-csentcu, the blood is not 
rer.«h«il and the hog strips the snake 
.ln'0«*l: its tect.li before it can strike an- 
illiei- blow, But when the hog is thin the 
'at can r.ot serve as a shield and death en- 
lues. Whether or not. an animal recovers 
'rotn a snake bite depends largely upo:i its 
strength, as iu a shart lima the blood will
